Washington, July 20—The confer­ 
ence report on 
the 
tariff bill 
was 
adopteu by the house shortly after mid- 
nigh c by a vote of 185 to 118, and at 
noon today the report went to the 
senate for action there. This eclipses 
all previous records. 
The result was 
accomplished after twelve 
hours 
of 
continuous debate. 
Only two speeches were made by the 
Republicans—one by Mr. Dingley in 
opening the debate and one by Mr. 
Payne of New York in closing it. The 
Democrats were thus forced to put 
forth speaker after speaker, but their 
bombardment of the Republican posi­ 
tion was unanswered. 
Every Republican in the house who i 
was present voted for the report. The I 
Democrats, with five exceptions, voted 
against the report. 
The exceptions 
were Slayden (Tex.), Broussard (La.), 
Meyer (La.), Davey (La.), and Kleberg 
(Tex.). The Populists and silver men 
did not vote solidly. Mr. Shafroth of 
Colorado and Mr. Newlands of Nevada 
(silver) abstained 
from 
voting, and 
Mr. Hartman of Montana (silver) did 
not vote. 
The Populists who voted 
against the report were Baker, Barlow, 
Botkin, Fowler, Jett, Lewis, Marshall, 
Martin, Peters, Simpson, Strowd and 
Vincent. Four did not vote—Howard, 
Kelly, Stark and 
Southerland. 
The 
other Populists were absent. 
An analysis of the vote shows that 
180 
Republicans 
and 
5 
Democrats 
voted for the report and 106 Democrats 
and 12 Populists against it. 
As to the question of revenue to be 
raised by the bill, Mr. Dingley pointed 
out the difficulty resulting 
from the 
large anticipatory importations. The 
bill next year, he calculated, 
would 
raise $225,000,000, $75,000,000 more than 
the present law. Over $40,000,000 had 
been lost in this year’s revenues by the 
importations of wrool and sugar and 
other things, the duty on which was 
raised in the bill, so that he calculated 
that the bill this year would raise $185,- 
(K*0,000. 
Mr. Wheeler (dem., Ala.) opened the 
debate for the Democrats, crticising the 
bill as the most burdensome ever im­ 
posed on the American people. In par­ 
ticular he discussed the serious effect 
of the measure on the laboring and 
agricultural classes. 
The treasury department, 
taking 
107.47 pounds of raw sugar testing 96 
degrees as required to make IOO pounds 
of hard refined, made public a state­ 
ment estimating the sugar differential, 
as follows: 
Act of 1894, 19.82 cents;, 
house schedule, 12.33 cents; senate 
schedule, 19.83 cents; conference sched­ 
ule, 13.92 cents per IOO pounds. 
The reciprocity provision as agreed 
to by the conference contains some of 
the features of both the senate and the 
house bills on this subject. What may 
be termed the retaliatory clause of the 
provision is that which empowers the 
president to suspend by proclamatiom 
the provisions of this act providing for 
the free introduction of coffee, 
tea, 
Tonquin or tonka beans and vanilla 
beans coming from any country which 
imposes duties upon products of the 
United States he may deem to be reci­ 
procally unequal 
and 
unreasonable. 
The President is required to act with­ 
in two years in securing these recipro­ 
cal trade treaties, and they are to be 
submitted to the senate for its ratifica­ 
tion. Articles are to be reduced to the 
extent of 20 per cent in these treaties, 
and the President is specifically au­ 
thorized to enter 
into 
negotiations 
which will place certain articles upon 
the free list for a specified period of 
five years. 
The President is empow­ 
ered to revoke the concession when 
satisfied that the agreement is not ad­ 
hered to in good faith by any other 
country with which an agreement shall 
have been made.

Tuolumne county 
and 
the 
Klondyke news, it has aroused intense 
interest in mining circles, and in hotel 
corridors and on 
the street corners 
little else is discussed. The Hall City 
discovery is by far the most important 
made in this state in many years, as 
it is believed that the continuation of 
the famous “Mother lode’’ has been 
found. If this is the $ase untold wealth 
awaits the miner who opens the veins 
of Trinity, Del Norte, Tehama, 
and 
other northern counties.

National Insurance Company on the 
ground that the Prussian government 
discriminated against the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, New York Life 
and the Equitable Life. 


Pardoned and Commended. 
Frankfort, Ky., July 20.—Governor 
Bradley has pardoned George Dinning, 
the negro sentenced to seven years in 
the penitentiary from Simpson county 
for killing Jodie Conn, the leader of 
a White Cap mob which attacked Din- 
ning’s house at night. Governor Brad­ 
ley, in issuing the pardon, says that 
Dinning should have been commended 
for defending his home, Instead of be­ 
ing punished as a felon. 


Amounts of Treasure Brought Down 
from the Klondyke by the Steamer 
Portland— Order To Be Preserved in 
Mining Camps. 


Seattle, Wash, July 20.—One hun­ 
dred men took passage oil the steamer 
Al Ki Monday, most of them starting 
on what is called the overland trip th 
Klondyke. From Juneau they go IOO 
miles further by water to Dyae, then 
over the mountain passes down Lakes 
Linderman and Bennett to the Yukon 
river and from that river to the new 
gold dircoveries. 
Among the crowd 
were many wall-known men who have 
long been identified with the growth 
and development of the northwest. 
The amount of treasure brought 
down from the famed Klondyke by the 
steamship Portland is now placed at 
$1,500,000, and there is good reason to 
believe that the sum was nearer to 
$2,000,000. Clarence J. Berry, one of 
the Klondyke kings, brought down at 
least $84,000 in nuggets, not a cent of 
which did the Portland have any rec­ 
ord. This statement is made on the 
authority of Capt. William Kidson, the 
master of the vessel. When pressed for 
an estimate as to the grand total of 
the Portland's cargo, Capt. Kidson 
said it was no doubt fully $1,000,000 
more than the amount accounted for 
on the ship’s records. 
At present only miners* laws rule 
the camp, but next year Dawson City 
will be incorporated and municipal 
officers elected. 
The miners are de­ 
termined on one thing, however— 
namely, that order will be preserved 
at all hazards. No sure-thing gamblers 
will be permitted in either Dawson 
City or the diggings.

Washington, July 20.—The possibil­ 
ity of serious international complica­ 
tions between the United States and 
Great Britain as the result of the re­ 
cent gold discoveries in Alaska has 
become more apparent to the state de­ 
partment.

Pittsburg district are delighted over re­ 
liable news from the headwaters of the 
Monongahela river. 
The reports from there say the solid 
front of the mine owners of the Fair­ 
mont district was shattered into frag­ 
ments when 600 minerg threw down 
their picks and walked out of the mines 
on a strike. Fully 800 men were ren­ 
dered idle. 
Already the men are or­ 
ganized, and Eugene V. Debs has start­ 
ed on a meteoric trip throughout tnt 
district. 
Stronghold after stronghold 
in West Virginia promises to fall. 
The supposed invincible Monongahe­ 
la mine has fallen with the rest, and 
with victory at this Gibraltar of non­ 
unionism it looks much now as if the 
whole district would 
be olosed 
by 
Thursday. 
Then the organizers hope 
to strike a vital blow at the De Armit 
mines at Pittsburg. This, they hope, 
will round out the great strike, and for 
once bring the 
operators 
to 
their 
knees. 
While the strike fever is sweeping 
the Flat Top region around Fairmont, 
the reports from the Elkhorn district 
are not so favorable to the strikers. 
Three-fourths of the 5,000 men who on 
Saturday night signified their intention 
of remaining out went to work Mon­ 
day as usual. The Norfolk & Western 
railroad has shipped 740 cars of coal 
the past twelve hours. One thousand 
four hundred loaded cars are lying on 
sidings between Dingess and the Flat 
Top field.

Indianapolis, Ind., July 20.—Many of 
the Indiana miners are not satisfied 
with the strike situation, and it will 
not be surprising if a good many of 
them return to work this week. The 
employes of the Bedford Coal Mining 
Company returned to work, after being 
idle one week. The men say they had 
nt> grievance, and had to return to 
work or starve. The strikers in Knox, 
Sullivan, Vigo and Vermillion counties, 
all along the lines of the Evansville 
& Terre Haute and the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois railroads, are conf- 
plaining because 18 trains of coal 
north bound 
have passed 
over the 
reads within the last 36 hours. Each 
train contained 35 cars, making a total 
of 830 cars of coal for the Chicago mar­ 
ket. It is the understanding of the 
miners that the coal comes from Ken­ 
tucky. Up to thjs time the miners in 
the counties mentioned have shown no 
disposition to interfere with the run­ 
ning of trains, but they say they left 
their work with the understanding 
that no coal was to be mined, and if 
they continue to see the coal shipped 
in large quantities they will return to 
work.

StALS CREATE A CRISIS. 


Startling Statement of Sir Charles Dilka 
in Parliament. 
London, July 20. — In the house of 
commons Monday in the course of the 
debate on the foreign office vote Sir 
Charles 
Dilke, radical, said: 
“The 
gravest foreign question at the present 
moment grows out of our relations 
with the United States, and if the mat­ 
ter is not dwelt upon it is because the 
government is conscious that in these 
difficult matters it cannot count upon 
the support of the entire house.” 
George Curzon, under secretary for 
foreign affairs, replying to Michael 
Davitt, anti-Parnellite, said the gov­ 
ernment was convinced that the seals 
in the Behring sea were in no immi­ 
nent danger at present. He said that 
the expert 
investigations were being 
continued. Mr. Curzon said also that 
some delay attended the completion 
of the report of the British commis­ 
sion, but the government had never 
contemplated holding it back until the 
publication of the American report.

Weeks, of Winterset, chairman of the 
middle-of-the-road Populists, has is­ 
sued a call for a state convention, to 
be held in Des Moines Aug. 19, imme­ 
diately succeeding the Republican state 
convention. The convention will be 
composed of 415 delegates.

Paris, July 20.—United States Consul 
General John K. Gowdy, who has been 
seriously ill, is now improving and is 
about to be moved to Plembleres, a 
health resort on the Angroono, for a 
change of air.

Washington, July 20.—According to 
the report of his family, Secretary 
Sherman has almost recovered, and 
would have been at the department 
Monday but for the bad state of the 
weather. 


Men In the Mercer County 
dde to Go Oat. 
Rock Island, 111., July 20.—The min- j 
ere at Sherrard and 
Cable, Mercer 
county, struck Monday after a joint 
meeting of men of the two towns. 
About 300 miners are affected, of 
whom 225 were employed by the Coal 
Valley Mining company, the balance 
working for a half dozen smaller con­ 
cerns. 
The miners at Gilchrist are 
still at work, but the action of the 
Cable and Sherrard miners is expected 
to influence them to strike. 
Mascoutah, 111., July 20.—At a meet­ 
ing held Monday the official report was 
that 57 out of the 78 mines in the 
Belleville district were closed, that at 
least nine mort would fail to open in 
the morning, and that the others may 
be compelled to remain idle by force 
if necessary. Mr. Carson, state presi­ 
dent of the miners, feels confident of 
success. 
Bloomington, 111., July 20.—The sit­ 
uation among the Bloomington miners 
looks threatening.

firemen on a strike. Several days ago 
he was petitioned to swing the fire­ 
men in line, so it would be impossible 
for the railroads to move coal. 
Mr. 
Sargent refused to call out the firemen, 
but sent a letter to each lodge In the 
country, asking them to make a free 
will offering for the strikers. 


Memorial Day of Their Own. 
Indianapolis, Ind., July 20. — The 
posts of the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public of the state are taking favorable 
action on the proposition to observe a 
Sunday as memorial day. 
All the 
pests of this city but one and a large 
number throughout the state have in­ 
dorsed a resolution which authorizes 
the department commander to direct 
that the graves be decorated next year 
on either the last Sunday in May or 
the first Sunday in June. If a major­ 
ity of the posts in the state approve the 
resolution the department commander 
will fojlow the instruction. 


Nicholas Grants Reforms.
